In 2003, Boston designer Bradley Shanks was 
honored with the Rotch Travelling Scholarship, 
the $35,000 grant that annually enables a young 
design professional to travel the world for a 

year in order to augment profoundly the young 


designer’s education and early work experience. 


On January 18, Shanks, now with William Rawn 
Associates in Boston, comes to the BSA Lecture 
Series at the Boston Public Library with a visual 
and verbal account of his 10-month journey 
through Brazil, Morocco, Egypt, Ethiopia, India, 
Indonesia, and the Philippines. 


Planning to shape his journey as “a nomadic 
meditation” on emerging vernacular architecture, 


the most ordinary structures in the world. In his 


January 18 presentation at the BPL, Shanks takes 


us inside what he describes as “both illustrious 
structures and humble shelters, an amazingly 
diverse array of beautiful spaces that represent the 
heights of human achievement.” [The photo of

“new ADAAG"? 


The number of buildings that are not compliant 
with state and federal accessibility standards is a pro- 
blem for designers, owners, contractors, and users.

Residential designers explore 


independent contractor law 


On January 17, the Residential Design Committee 
hosts a special presentation for all members and 
nonmembers interested in the impact of the new 
independent-contractor statute in Massachusetts. 


With this statute, the state legislature has revised the 
definition of an “independent contractor” and in so 
doing has places substantial restrictions on who may 
be properly classified as an independent contractor 
and expanding the definition of individuals who 
should be classified as employees. Many of those 
assumed to be independent contractors now may be 
your employees by law. The resulting professional 
liability issues are considerable for design firms 

and others accustomed to using independent 
contractors instead of hiring individuals as 
employees. Incorrectly classifying your contractors 
and employees now may expose design firms to 
significant civil and criminal penalties including 
substantial fines and even incarceration. 


Our discussion of these issues on January 17 is led 
by attorney Michael Sams of the Boston law firm 
of Sherin and Lodgen. There is no charge and all

Private-sector development is 
focus of new workshop series 
On January 24, the BSA inaugurates a six-month 


series of morning seminars focusing on case studies 
of successful private-sector development. 


Each month a developer or corporate client and 
her/his architect describe the details of a private- 
sector project they have successfully developed and 
designed during the current relatively weak real- 
estate market. The project's objectives, challenges, 
influences and results are described in these 
interactive seminars. 


We begin on January 24 with a presentation by 
Cresset Group president Ed Nardi and Brian Healy 
Architects’ principal Brian Healy AIA focusing on 
the design and development of SoHa, a mixed-use 
commercial and residential condominium project 
that includes the renovation of a 19th-century heavy 
timber building, a ramped underground parking 
garage, and a new six-storey residential building. 


Conceived and moderated by real-estate advisor 
Robert Miller Jr., this workshop series reflects the 
reality that the overwhelming majority of real-estate 
is privately owned and privately developed. “The 
private sector is enormous,” notes Miller, “and the 
design and development of private buildings is 
more challenging every year — a miscalculation of 
costs, market conditions, desired amenities, and the 
approval process can result in expensive overruns, 
delays, losses, foreclosure or bankruptcy.” Miller is 
a principal of Great Cove Advisors and Sperry Van 
Ness/Great Cove Advisors, an independent affiliate 
of Sperry Van Ness International, the national real- 
estate investment sales firm.

BSA offers $75K in design 
research grants 


In 2004 the BSA inaugurated an ambitious program 
to promote research in architecture. With a focus on 
design as research, this program encourages inquiry 
not only into specific research topics but also into 
how design itself — the design process and the 
results of design — constitutes research. 


The BSA allocated $65,000 for the first round 

of grants in 2004 in amounts up to $10,000 for 
individuals, collaborative teams or organizations and 
up to $2,000 for students. In 2005 we increased 
the grant amount available to $75,000 and once 
again this year the BSA is offering up $75,000 in 
research grants. The application guidelines for this 
year's program — and abstracts and/or summaries 
of the projects funded and of all of the applications 
we received in the first two years of the program — 
are available at architects.org/grants, the application 


deadline is February 10.

In an unusual photography exhibit now in The 
Architects Building, the dismantling of Boston's 
Central Artery in 2004 is contrasted to the enduring 
Romanesque churches of central Europe. 


Fascinated by the passage of time, Swiss fine-art 
photographer Christian Waeber photographed 
extensively the removal of the Central Artery 
using exposure times of up to an hour and often 
photographing at night.

BrickBottom is subject of 
design competition 


The City of Somerville (Massachusetts) and the BSA 
Urban Design Committee are inviting designers to 
participate in an international urban-design ideas 
competition — “Edge as Center: Envisioning the 
Post-industrial Landscape”.

Smart-growth ‘toolkit’ is here 


Agriculture preservation, accessory dwelling 

units, brownfields reuse, Chapter 40R, district- 
improvement/tax-increment financing, inclusionary 
zoning, low-impact development, open-space 
residential design, traditional neighborhood 
development, transfer of development rights, 
transit-oriented development, and water resources 
are the 12 smart-growth techniques/issues the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts says can be 
applied locally to increase municipal tax bases, 
promote economic development, and conserve land 
and water. 


All of this is incorporated in the new Massachusetts 
Smart Growth Toolkit, a CD developed by the 
state’s Executive Office of Environmental Affairs. 


The package includes slideshows, brochures, case 
studies, and model bylaws related to each of the 
techniques/issues listed above. The case studies 
include successful examples of these techniques in 
action, most of them in Massachusetts’ urban and 
suburban settings. 


The state’s Smart Growth Technical Assistance 
Program may provide funding for the 
implementation of these packets in cities and towns 
and state officials will be travelling the state in the 
coming months to introduce the toolkit and to offer 
educational sessions on each of the techniques. For 
more information, visit mass.gov/ocd.

New community design 
resource emerges in Boston 


On January 28 of last year, more than 20 design 
professionals, students, educators, community- 
service providers, housing advocates, builders, 
developers, and others gathered at the BSA to 
address this question: What could a community 
design center do for Boston? 


Using information from community design centers 
in New York and Pittsburgh as a starting point, this 
brainstorming effort resulted in a wealth of potential 
activities and opportunities for such a resource in 
Boston including education, training, serving as 

a clearinghouse for designers and for community 
residents, and engaging in real projects. The 
overarching themes in this discussion were diversity, 
inclusiveness, sustainability, economic justice, and a 
participatory process. 


By March, 10 individuals had been recruited to 
form what was temporarily called the Boston 
Community Design Center steering committee; 
this group assumed the task of distilling the ideas 
and information generated at the January meeting 
in order to shape a coherent foundation for a 

new organization. Steering committee members 
ventured to New York for the annual Association 
of Community Design conference, gathered 
community design references around the nation, and 
invited speakers to describe their community design 
experience at our meetings. 


Throughout last summer, subgroups met to draft 
a mission statement and design an organizational 
structure for this new community resource. In 
October, the steering committee celebrated the 
completion of its work and the establishment of the 
Community Design Resource Center (CDRC) of 
Boston, which is charged to provide services and 
resources that assist communities in envisioning, 
advocating, and implementing high-quality design 
solutions and ensuring equal access to healthy, 
sustainable built environments. 


The steering committee has retained Brandy H.M. 
Brooks to serve as its first consulting director; 
Brooks works for the Loheed Design Partnership in 
Somerville and is an architectural degree candidate 
at the Boston Architectural Center (BAC). Until 
the CDRC becomes self-supporting, Brooks’ fee 
and the operating expenses of the new CDRC are 
being shared equally by the BSA and the Boston 
Architectural Center, the two principal institutional 
collaborators in this effort.

in the YDPDI programs. The focus of these 
collaborative programs is partnering and negotiation 


skills. 


The YDPDI program was honored in 2005 by the 
national AIA, which described the BSA’s engagement 
of allied professionals such as young contractors and 
clients in the program as “a stroke of genius”.

Architects honor Senate leader 


In November at Build Boston, the Massachusetts 
architectural community honored Massachusetts 
Senate Chair of Ways and Means Therese Murray 
for her thoughtful support of a broad range of 
urban design, smart growth and related livable 
communities initiatives. 


Murray, a Democrat currently serving her seventh 
term representing the Plymouth and Barnstable 
District, was elected to her current position in 2003 
and in 2005 was appointed chair of the Senate 
Committee on Ways and Means. 


The FY2004 budget was the Senator's first budget as 


the chair of the Senate’s Way and Means Committee. 


Her efforts helped to close a budget gap of almost 
$3 billion without raising taxes. 


In the FY2005 budget, Senator Murray proposed 
to tackle some of the most pressing issues facing 
state government. Specifically, she recommended 
consolidation of the various Massachusetts’ 
transportation agencies under one new agency, the 
establishment of early childhood education for all 
Massachusetts pre-schoolers, the creation of more 
affordable housing in the Commonwealth, and 
implementation of significant reforms in the state’s 
healthcare system and the state's school building 
assistance program. 


Over the last two decades, the AIA Massachusetts/ 
BSA Legislative Affairs Committee has worked 
closely with a number of legislative leaders on 
Beacon Hill and has developed relationships 

that have proved to be invaluable when seeking 
advice and support for legislative initiatives. The 
architectural community in Massachusetts has 
come to understand more fully the significant role 
legislators play in shaping the building industry and 
we urge architects and our allies to help us work 
with state legislators such as Senator Murray who 
are interested in enriching the natural and built 


environments, our communities, and our profession. 


We are now planning our annual visit to Beacon 
Hill; it is May 9 and we urge all architects in 
Massachusetts to put that date in your calendar. It 
is a three-hour commitment that has enhanced 
architects’ influence in public policy processes 
immeasurably. 


The Legislative Affairs Committee meets on the 
second Tuesday of every month at 8:30 am at The 
Architects Building; however, this month we are 
hosting a special public policy strategy session in 
lieu of our monthly meeting. For details, write/call

& the continued outsourcing of a broad variety of 
programs and services to ensure that the small BSA 
staff remains flexible enough to respond to new 
opportunities for members quickly; and

in the economy and other predictable and 
unpredictable events. 


As the charts above reflect, only about 38% of the 
BSA’s income is generated by members’ dues; the 
balance is user fees and other program and service 
income. This low proportion of dues income is 
unusual and reflects the extraordinary effectiveness of 
BSA programming in generating revenue and enabling 
the BSA to function efficiently and effectively without 
significant annual dues increases.

A native of New Orleans, Barry has been 
representing his firm, Shepley Bulfinch Richardson 
and Abbott, as a frequent participant in post-

SAFETEA-LU is the acronym for the $286-billion 
reauthorization of the federal surface transporta- 
tion funding legislation referred to as the Safe, 
Accountable, Flexible, Efficient Transportation 
Equity Act — A Legacy for Users. It is reportedly 
the largest public works legislation in U. S. history 
and will be the largest driver of highway, bridge and 
transit projects for design and construction firms in 
this decade, according to Zweig White, the building 
industry consulting firm that has published an 
“insider's guide” to this new legislation (call 508-65 1- 
1559 for details). A full description of the legislation

Getting work is the focus of a new international 
series of design-firm dialogues about how to initiate 
and maintain an architectural practice. Called 
UpSrarts, the intent is to survey the first years of 
practice to track the tactics of rapidly evolving 
methods of sustaining a practice.

Arshag Merguerian AIA 


(excerpted from a report in The Boston 
Globe) 


Arshag Merguerian AIA died in 
November at 79. He was born and 
raised in Jerusalem's Armenian commu- 
nity, where his father worked as an 
architect and engineer. While he was in 
architecture school in Beirut, the 1948 
Arab/Israeli war erupted and, separated 
from his family in Jerusalem, 
Merguerian made his way to the U.S. 
to study architecture. He earned his 
graduate degree in architecture at 
Harvard and later worked with the 
Boston firms of Hoyle, Doran & Berry 
and Shepley Bulfinch Richardson and 
Abbott before establishing his own 
practice in Wellesley. For nearly 30 
years, Merguerian was a member of the 
Wellesley Historic District Commission 
and Design Review Board. During his 
career he designed homes and commer- 
cial buildings but was particularly 
drawn to church architecture; he de- 
signed St. Gregory Armenian Apostolic 
Church in Indian Orchard and partici- 
pated in the renovation of St. Stephen 
Church in Watertown. A memorial 
service was held in November.
